Dr. Mason's Address..— The Rev. M./C. B. Mason, ,, D. D., 
Corresponding Secretary of the Freedmen's Aid and Southern

The following letter from Bishop Hartzell was read and 
ordered spead upon our Minutes, viz: f . 

Dear Brethren of the Louisiana Conference: 

i send you greeting and love from near the coast of Wales, 
en. route to Africa) instead of being present to answer at roll call 
when you meet Jan. 14, 1897, at Donaldsonville. Onr ship is at 
anchor for the night under the protection of a headland in the 
Irish Channel, while the storm howls. We left Eiverpool this 
noon and the indications of a very severe storm have been abun- 
dant iii the. open sea beyond, so the captain concluded to cast 
anchor here and wait at least till-to-morrow morning. The gale 
is from the southwest and it is cold. How often does our great 
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Captain, Jesus Christ, shelter us ! individually as His children, 
under His protecting wing, while the pittiless storms howl just 
ahead in our pathway ! 

My call to Africa was the greatest surprise of my life, but I 
have come to feel more and more fully that the call was of the 
L;ord, "I will say of my Lord, He is my refuge, my fortress, my 
end, in Him will I trust." . 
1 " Prof. Camphor and his wife are with me and are full of 
1 hope and gladly go to the Dark Continent at the call of the- 
I church. Dr. Fowler, of Michigan, is also one of our party and 
goes to organize andsuperint'end a hospital in Mourovia, so there 
are four ol us. My hope is that soon that many scores of equally 
faithful and true souls may be on their way from our land to 
Africa. , , 

My trip down the west coast will now take us as far south as 
Angola, and later my journeying will take me through South 
Africa, and- up the-- east coast-and round again to Liberia: ' Do; 
not, fail to remember me and all our missionaries in Africa in 
your prayers. / 

May the blessing of God abide gloriously upon you as a 
Conference and upon all of you individually. Many of the dear 
old brethern have gone to their reward ! Chinn, Green, Ross, 
Osborne, Murrell the Hay wards, and later Williams, Hudson 
and Priestly and many others have entered into rest. We 
know not who of us will go next, but it matters little if only 
our work, is well and faithfully done. It comes to me at times 
that my body may. have its 'final res.ting place somewhere in 
Africa. No matter if that is God's will. The campaign to save 
Africa is on, and will continue until victory is complete, no 
matter how many be called upon to give their lives in the 
holy crusade. . '.•;'.*

Dear Fathers and Brethren,: 

Another year -has been added to the roll of the past, since 
my last communication. A New Year has been given us for 
the honor of Him whom it is our honor to serve. I wish you 
. 'all a happy New Year in this imperial service. 

It does not become me to. multiply words. But I understand 
it to be my duty to keep you informed of my health and of my 
work. I am striving to get the means to finish our new Chapel. 
At present, I have a small beginning — two or three hundred 
dollars— laid away expecting it to be increased. I cannot trav- 
el, but write how and then to a friend for aid. Twelve hundred 
dollars will be enough to finish the Chapel. 
• As to my health— I .enclose a certificate from my., physi- 
cian, which will indicate my present condition. 

.1 wish it were more, encouraging. New symptoms arid 
great sufferings, during the past year,7— in the heart — make the 
. case less hopeful than before. The one lung continues about as 
last year. The outlook for this world and for prolonged work 
is not the mbst promising. But, I am glad to say to you, facing 
Eternity as I" do, that the Father's countenance toward me" is 
bright with love ; and I hear the Savior say "Peace : we]l done." 
There is no reserve between the Eternal Truth and my soul. 
Heaven is open and the Angels of God are ascending and des- 
cending upon the Son of Man, - 

"While I have any strength I shall. work. If it should please 
the Lord to give me more streugth, I expect to do more work. 

Fifty years— almost— have passed since I joined on trial 
the North Ohio Conference. The semi-centennial will be com- 
plete next July. I was then a boy-preacher, between seventeen 
arid eighteen years of age. 

1 went ffonl ' College to a Circuit requiring 150 miles of 
travel; 011 horseback every 'four weeks and 16 regular sermons 
and service's in the same time — to say nothing of the frequent 
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extra services. I have seen only hard work all my days, 
whether in the pastorate, or in the Professor's chair. I have 
loved hard work, and scorned any manner of ease. God be 
praised : He has given me a goodly number of years to work. 
Twenty-four years of the fifty were in connection with the 
North Ohio Conference, five were in the Rock River Conference, 
twenty-one— the happiest of all — have been with the Louisiana 
Conference. I went to Louisiana to toil for the colored people, 
iiutil the Lord should send the release from earth. I. desire 
nothing else than to spend the remainder of the days allotted 
me in the same work. I should like to continue until the. end 
of the war, a member of the Louisiana Conference, a brother 
and fellow laborer with you. None of you can cherish more 
warmly than I do the memory of Emperor Williams, William 
P. Forrest, and Emerson Bently. Others, perhaps equally- 
loved, might be named. If spared a while I may be able to do 
as much for the cause as in the years that are gone. 

Hoping that my relation may remain unchanged, and that 
I may have your earnest prayers to God in my hehalf.

■ . REV. GEORGE W. WELLS, A. M. 

\ Our pen falters, as we note the death of brother Wells, so 
. young, so useful, so accomplished, 1 so promising ! He fell , 
a'sleerj in Jesus, at his post, in Natchitoches, La. , May, 31, 1896. 

He was born in Kentucky, in 1853, 'and was converted to 
God, at ML Zion M. E. Church, when a youth in his early 
teens. .. Ia the .midst of much difficulty he reached the goal of 
his youthful ambition in graduating as.a Bachelor of Arts from 
New Orleans University in 1880, and was granted the degree of 
'■. Master of . Arts from the .same- Institution in 1888. He joined 
the Louisiana Couference at the session', held - in Franklin, in '' 
1882. He was ordained a deacon by-the late Bishop Wiley, in 
1884,- and au elder by Bishop. Bowman, in 1886'/ ' ■ ' 

During the years of his ministry he served the following 
appointments with remarkable success, viz: . 1882-83, Professor 
in LaTeche Seminary, now Gilbert Academy; 1884-86, Pastor .' 
at Rosedale; 1887, Pastor at New Iberia ;• 1888-91, Professor at 
•Wiley -University, -^Ia^riit^F-ex-asr-ragiZrg^y-ProfeSsor-at'Rust--- 
University, Holly Springs, Miss. ; 1885,- Pastor Pineville, and 
1896 up to his death, at Natchitoches, La. A bright and shin- 
ing star of the first magnitude has been withdrawn from our 
sky, and like Rachel, we mourn because' he is not "for God 
took him." „ ■ - . ' 

He has joined his first, wife and several children who preceed- 
ed him to the heavenly land a few years before; and he has since 
been overtaken by several more of his children that have gone 
to meefr him in the "land of rest. " . . . 

His last wife and one child loiter on behind but they 
shall meet him bye and bye. .:, 

The closing days of his career especially, were most beauti- 
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ful and. sweet. . His welcome to Natchitoches was spontaneous 
and hearty, and his determination to make that year the bright- 
est in his ministry was as inflexible as it was inspiring. His 
soul was bent upon building a new church there, and to the 
last moment it rested on his heart. . When nearly gone, in 
answer to his presiding, elder's, question, as to whether he had 
anything to say, his answer was. "Yes; the church," which 
he was building, "is not yet finished;" and an exhortation to 
his flock to stand "Methodistically together. ' ' He was rational 
•to the last, and gave full direction as to his burial, and the ring 
On his finger, which after death he desired taken off his finger 
and put upon. that of his eldest son, to whom he gave the charge 
to be. a: good boy and good man. The dying testimonies which 
he- gave, the Rev. James E. Biddle, of the M. E. Church South, 
and his presiding elder, the Rev. Ii. J. Wright, are like 
apple's, of' gold in pictures of silver. No wonder brother Biddle 
says "When I heard .of his death I felt that a truly good and 

useful riiaii'.was gone.''*' '?" ■ -. ■ 

• According to his directions his funeral took place at First 
Street M. E. Church, New Orleans, from wliich holy men bore 
his mortal/remains to the Girod Street 'Cemetery in New Orleans 
Ea. He leaves a wife and several children to mourn his depart- 
ure.

, REV, JAMES W. HUDSON. . 

It seems incredible that this fcheerful, tireless worker - the 
foremost leader of his flock and people in every movement for 
their education and progress, should be numbered among the 
dead; but, it is so, James Wilson Hudson, has quit the walks of 
men,, and gone up to his reward. He ceased both to work and 
live, after a brief illness from his last charge at St. James M. E. 
Church, Shreveport, Ea., Aug 20, 1896. 

He came to Louisiana in .1873, arid from Eake Providence 
he. went to Monroe and there.he taught public school for quite a 
number of ' years. While there as school teacher- he married 
Miss Mary A. Grayson, an accomplished; and leading young 
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lady of that city. 

He. joined the Louisiana Conference at Baton Rouge, La. , 
Jan. 1878, and was ordained a deacon the same year by the late 
Bishop Harris, and an elder at Wesley Chapel, New Orleans, 
Jan. 1880, by the same Bishop. He was for many year a trustee 
of the New Orleans University, and one of the founders of the 
Lafoii Old Folks' Home, and was a representative .of his peopla 
in nearly every cause demanding leadership for the advancement 
of thdir interests. He was held in high esteem by his brethern 
and was for several years President of the New Orleans Preach- 
er's Meeting, and was Statistical. Secretary of the- Conference 
when death relieved him. ' ; ' \ ■. . ■ 

As a member of the Louisiana Conference and a minister of 
the Gospel, he has served the following places successfully and 
was beloved by all who knew, him: Monroe circuit, Pieasant 
Plains, Franklin, White Hall, Mt. Zion, Baton Rouge, Simpson 
Chapel, and presiding elder of the Baton Rouge district, Union 
Chaper and -St. James, Shreveport.- - . - - 



• REV. EMPEROR WILLIAMS.- 

We mourn the loss of ho ordinary man, but of "a prince and 
a mighty man in Israel." When, on Tuesday, August 25, 1896, 
this venerable servant of God breathed -his last, and. passed 
up to his reward, the -Louisiana Conference was bereft of one of 
the choicest men of our world-wide Methodism,' and one of the 
most remarkable men of his age. The elements were so com- 
bined in him that nature might indeed have pointed him out as 
"a man." The-monumental name of Emperor Williams stands 
out as an- enduring fabric, that shall ever be an honor, an in- 
spiration, and a benediction to the members of the Louisiana 
Conference. . ; v " • . 

He was a great preacher. In the days of his growing powers? 
he swayed -the multitude, as the rushing, mighty wind does the 
helpless, yielding forest. Congregations, in suspense, held 
their breath; men excitedly walked about and cried aloud, 
women shouted, sinners were convicted, mourners, then and 
there, were converted, and the church was mightily awakened 
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and edified. He preached as only Emperor Williams could 
preach. A great and mighty preacher is gone! He was the 
product of a peculiar age and surroundings; and, we shall never 
see his like again. . ' 

Great as he was as a preacher, he had contemporaries that 
.successfully competed with him in pulpit power. But it was as 
a well-rounded man, a counsellor and an executive officer that 

Emperor Williams exoelled them alL To him belongs the 

proud distinction of having been the first colored man appoint- 
ed a presiding elder in the Louisiana Conference, and of serving 
longer in that office than probably any other colored man in the 
church, a period of nearly twenty years. He was our Peter 
Cartwright. He was the first, too, to serve as a delegate from 
the Louisiana to the General Conference — that of 1880, at Cin- 
cinnati, O. He was honored, in 1878, with the* appointment of 
fraternal delegate from the Methodist Episcopal to the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal General Conference. the fulfillment ol 
this mission he distinguished himself and brought himself into 
such prominence as to have led the church to the conclusion 
that in him we halfproduoed the desired colored bishop-; and 
had he the requisite educational equipment, it was conceded at 
the General Conference of 1880 that he might have been 
elected. 

He commanded the love and respect of everybody that knew 
hinii and he was for many years the best known colored man 
throughout the church. " All our bishops and chief men knew 
him personnally,. or by reputation ; and they depended upon 
his judgment as they did upon 'that of no other colored man in 
the church. Not only was he thus trusted and honored by our 
bishops and high officials, but he commanded, to a remarkable 
degree, the love and confidence of all the members of his con- 
ference. He stood as a mighty breakwater between the impe- 
tuosity of youth and the, exclusive conservatism of' age -that 
sought to antagonize each other, in an unfortunate way, in the 
days preceeding the session of the conference of 1880. Such was 
the grasp that he held upon both the young and older members 
of the conference!. The young men looked upon him as their 
friend, while the older men regarded him as their leader, and 
respected him for his wisdom, min ium the discordant elements 
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found common ground for mutual love and respect, and to the 
day of his' death he was their cherished friend. In. his death, . 

.'both young and old members of our. conference have lost a ''.life-; 

. long mutual friend, and. Bishop Hartzell, the eminent. David of 
the Louisiana Conference, his Jonathan." We are bereft of both, 
for the one leaves us for heaven, now by way of New Orleans; 
the other leaves us for Africa, and for what we know by that 
way to heaven, before we meet again.' Uniting withthe church 
in the days of slavery, when a mere boy, and assisting in the 

.organization of jthe Mississippi, Mission Conference, December 
25, 1865, he has been connected with every movement put forth 
by the church for the evangelization, education and advance- 
ment of the colored people in Louisiana for the past thirty year's, ; 
being a member of the Board, of Trustees of New Orleans Uni- 
versity, and of <the Qrphans Home Board,: from their charter to 
the. day of his death. The translation of .Emperor Williams re" 

.moves the last of the historic twelve colored men who organized 

", the second "Christmas Conference in 1 865, known as the Missis- 
sippi Mission Conference, but- of which lias developed the- eight 
conferee 

7,000 preachers and over 100,000 members, and millions of 
school and church property. ; • ;■' 

, The Rev. Emperor Williams was born in. Nashville,. Tfiiii., 
about 74 years ago. ( His Father was Seth Green, one "of the five 
historic men that met their death on the scaffold, at Harper's 
Ferry, Va. , with John Brown, the Apostle of Freedom. With 
the blood of Seth Green coursing through his veins, his career 
of peaceful conquest, followed ag a natural consequence. He 
was brought to New < Orleans when a boy. He served - at the 
brick-layer's trade with his master, until. freed as a reward for 
completing some difficult Cornice work which his master /thought 
him incapable' of doing. — . .. ';'' 

' When the Methodist Episcopal Church began .her work in 
r Louisiana after the war, -Bro. Williams „ was one of the first 
found at her altar to assist in its re-erection; He was ordained 
: a deacon by Bishop Thompson. He was ordained an elder by 
Bishop Ames, December 27, 1867, and admitted into full con- 
-hectioh; 'Dufing'the thirty-one years of his conference life, he 
ten years as a pastor,,- eighteen a presiding elder, and 
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three years as an honored superanuate. 

He is' now. gathered unto his fathers full of years and glo-, 
rions conquest. May we, like him, be waiting and watching 
for the .summons, when our warfare is past. — ~ -.-'<•-.•■ — 



REV, STEPHEN PRIESTLY. ^ . 

In the death of the Rev. Stephen Priestly, the Louisiana 
Confererence mourns the loss of one of -its most intelligent and 
worthy leaders, and one of the most prominent of able colored 
preachers in the State, and it might even be said in the South. 
He died in the City of New Orleans, on Thursday, Oct. 29,' 

. 1896, and was buried, after an impressive service, . from Williams 
Chapel, on Sunday Nov. 1, in Carrolltou Cemetery where his 
sacred dust awaits the resurrection ' of the just. For the past 
thirty years lie devoted all his energies to the elevation and good 

" of his people. ' ™ He was" a trustee of ' N."*"0." " Uni versify " for'many" ' 
years, and up to the time of his death. Deceased was born 

- sixty-five years-agd r in the parish .of -St.- James,' and for the past . 
thirty years had resided in New Orleans.- He joined the 
Louisiana Conference of the M. E> Church in January, 1870, 
and was ordained a deacon by Bishop Janes in i87i;-.and an 
elder by Bishop. Merrill in 1874. He served as pastor of the 
following churches : Camp Parapet, Plum Street, St. Charles, 
St. John, Pleasant Plains, First Street, Union Chapel, Williams 
Chapel, Baton Rouge and Monroe districts, and last, Mallalieu 
.Chapel. He leaves an aged mother, a devoted wife, a son and: 
several orphan children whose foster father he had been for 
many years, among these Rev. A. P. Camphor) B. D., whom 
he had - educated, and who is now a missionary with Bishop 
Hartzell, iii Africa, and who made the journey from New York 
to pay his last tribute to the deceased. •* 

Sweet be his memory! He now rests from his labors, and 
his good works do follow him. .
